The famed watchword of Dumas’ mus- 
keteers is gaining new significance today as 
it is applied, not to individuals, but to nations, 
There are approximately 30 nations now allied 
together in war against the Axis. And, day by 
day, the people of those nations are realizing 
more that they must fight, and act as a single 
unit, that the direction of the war must be a 
world-wide direction with victory the sole ob- 
jective. Nationalism must be forgotten as all 
the Allies join in the great struggle. 

Form was given to this unity of effort and 
of purpose when the United States, last Thurs- 
day, formally agreed with four of the other 
United Nations for fullest unity of effort. The 
four involved are Great Britain, Australia, 
New Zealand and Fighting France. 

Under the agreement all these nations shall 
supply war services and war materials to the 
United States on the same terms by which this 
nation supplies them. In other words, the 
terms of lend-lease are made applicable both 
ways. 

That our allies are giving us, in many fac- 
tors, effective war help is known. Ever since 
we became an active belligerent our forces and 
the naval and military forces of Canada have 
acted in mutual aid that has made them, for 
effectiveness, practically a single force. British 
air meh are helping to patrol our Atlantic 
coast, guarding against enemy submarines. 
British naval vessels are helping to convoy our 
Bhips. 

Where our men are stationed abroad, 
Britain, in Australia and in many other places, 
those countries are largely supplying them 
with food, with uniforms, with weapons. All 
are pooling their resources and their strengths 
to weld a single force so great it shall be able 
to smash, to obliterate the Axis war machine 
wherever it may be. 

It is interesting to note in regard to lend- 
jease, that the British empire, since the start 
of the war, has made cash purchases in the 
United States considerably in excess of all lend- 
lease deliveries so far.

This latter group he further divided 
follows: 

“Those who fail to’ realize that unwilling- 
mess to sacrifice is the same as giving aid to

“Those who are disputing among them- 
selves, instead of making war on the enemy.” 

“Those who demand special benefits for par- 
ticular groups.” 

“Those who would demean or debase any 
creed or race for the false aggrandizement of 
another.” 

“Those who willfully engage in production 
stoppage or delay, whether prompted by man- 
agement or labor.” 

That is a soul-searching list. It should not 
be necessary here to name individuals or groups 
who have been, and are, guilty of any of the 
five failures listed. 

But the nation will take a long step forward 
toward all-out war effort if every man and 
woman reads those five classifications and hon- 
estly asks if they have been guilty, in any 
degree, of the failure or obstructionism de- 


scribed.

WASHINGTON PARADE

OUR POLITICS AND WAR WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—For- 


eign diplomatic representatives 


are reported to have expressed some concern over the outcome of 


the forthcoming November elections because of the possible bearing 
they may have on peace overtures expected to 
be made by Hitler later on in the year. 

In many respects the congressional cam- 
paign is more interesting to foreign govern- 
ments than the presidential election of 1940. 
The character of the new congress, these gov- 
ernments profess to believe, will determine the 
seriousness with which any peace proposals are 
received here. 

The Nazi drive in Russia is being inten- 
sified in an effort to gain important objectives 
Hitler has set for himself in the Caucasus. If 
these are attained, Hitler is counted orf to offer 
the olive branch to the United States and Great 
Britain by the time winter calls a halt to active 
war operations. 

The offer will be sugar-coated with the idea 
that the German army is invincible, and hence 
it will be futile for the Allied Nations to con- 
tinue the war in Europe. 


ISOLATIONIST DANGER [If an isolationist congress were 


elected in November it would se- 
riously handicap the will of the administration to resist such pro- 
posals. For one thing, congress would have it in its power to deny 
further appropriations and legislation drawn for the prosecution of 
the war, making it mandatory in the end that the Hitler offer 
be accepted. 

Naturally, foreign governments not associated with the Axis 
cause in the war are vitally interested in the American political 
trend because of e major role we have come to occupy in the 
conflict. Much of the heavy burden for providing the arsenal for 
the democracies has devolved upon us. If this should be suddenly 


taken away, the other nations could have little hope of continuing 


on their own, particularly if the greater part of Russia were to come 
under the Nazi yoke. 

Hence the interest which is being manifest over political de- 
velopments here. Representatives of the United Nations are wor- 
ried lest the real meaning of any projected Hitler peace plans 
escape the American people. Concern is felt that we might be 
persuaded to listen to what the Nazis have to say, since we have 
suffered only economically from the war so far. As for themselves, 
they are determined to fight on to the last ditch, so long as that 
is humanly possible. They have experienced so many outrages at 
the hands of the Nazis that nothing short of complete triumph will 
satisfy them. 


UNDER NAZI THUMB Moreover, any peace based on com- 


promise would leave the whole of 
Europe under Nazi military and economic domination. Hitler, at 


his present stage of successes, could hardly propose anything less. n 


He is stiil in the ascendency and most likely will remain in this 
position at least for the remainder of 1942. Not until next year are 
our forces likely to be mobilized sufficiently to begin the slow 
process of beating him down. 

There is little if anything in the present political outlook to 
justify the fears of the foreign diplomats. At the present writing 
congress, it seems, is no more likely to go Republican in the No- 
vember elections than it is Communistic. Still less is it likely 
to go isolationist. 

But even if the administration, through some weird unfore- 
seen stroke of political fortune, should lose control of the house— 
the senate is not involved—not all Republicans are isolationists by 
any means. No doubt is felt here that the war program will not 
be affected basically by the election results. 


LITTLE LACK OF UNITY A Republican house would prob- 


ably prove cantankerous and 
embarrassing to the administration on domestic issues, but little 
lack of unity has been in evidence on the war question. There are 
certain exceptions, of course, but not enough to matter. Since 
Pearl Harbor there has been practically no difference between the 
patriotism of Democrats and Republicans. 

As a matter of fact, some of the President’s closest political 
associates admit privately that the administration would probably 
be better off with a less one-sided majority in the house. The 
Democrats are in control there now by a margin of nearly 100.

_ Of course, not all creditors could 
afford such a system themselves. 
And probably none could afford 
‘it as applied to all the accounts 
due on their books. 

But the creditors could, at least, 
write a letter suggesting payment 
in Bonds to say 10 per cent of their 
debtors. They might, even, select 
a few of the slower pay debtors 
or those which may be beginning 
to have the odor of bad debts. 
There must be some who might 
never pay, otherwise, who would 
be spurred to special effort if they 
could pay in War Stamps or Bonds. 

Anyway, it’s an idea, and I com- 
mend it to the consideration of the 
genus creditor, generally.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(AP)—The following is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's radio address to the nation tonight: 


I wish that all the Ameerican people could read all the 
citations for various medals recommended for our soldiers, 
sailors and Marines. I am picking out one of these citations 
which tells of the accomplishments of Lieutenant John James 
Powers, United States Navy, during three days of the battles 


with Japanese forces in the Coral Sea. 


During the first two days, Lieu- 
tenant Powers, flying a dive- 
bomber in the face of blasting 
enemy antiaircraft fire, 
ished one large enemy gunboat, 
put another gunboat out of com- 
mission, severely damaged an air- 
craft tender and a  20,000-ton 


transport, and scored a direct hit) 


on an aircraft carrier which 
burst into flames and sank soon

The official citation describes 
the morning of the third day of 
battle. As the pilots of his squad- 
ron left the ready room to man 
their planes, Lieutenant Powers

WASHINGTON, Sunday.—Last night was the closing session of 
the assembly organized by the United States Committee of the In- 


ternational Student Service. 


It was a very moving meeting. The 


declaration which was drafted by the young 
people, and their determination to keep a com- 
mittee together to work in peace as well as in 
war, with all the various countries represent- 
ed, shows a faith and hope in the future which 


only youth can have. 


I am sure that every one of the older gen- 
eration said a fervent prayer last night that, 
out of this meeting of young minds, out of their 
Struggles to find a common ground on which 
they could unite, there would come a strength 
and determination for future work which would 
mean much to the peace of the world.

Eased by U.S. 


Georgia Gets $1,331,- 
100 for Building Under 
Lanham Act. 


Georgia cities and counties have 
received $1,331,100 for school con- 
struction and $163,784 for the 
maintenance and operation of 
schools from federal Lanham act 
funds, a check of Federal Works 
Agency records showed yesterday. 

Regional FWA Director Robert 
L. MacDougall said the funds are 
limited to. school systems whose 
student load is shown to have “in- 
creased beyond normal limits” as 
a result of an influx of war work- 
ers. 

Maintenance and operation al- 
lotments approved in Georgia 
were listed as follows: 

Hampton Unapproved. 

Columbus, $36,000; Fort Ben- 
ning, Columbus, $25,000; Savan- 
nah, $38,416; Moultrie, $4,303; 
Perry, $8,705; Valdosta, $6,540; 
Bibb (Macon) county, $26,120; 
Douglas, $3,700; Albany, $10,000, 
and Union county, $5,000, 

These allotments are to supple- 
ment local funds in meeting such 
expenses as employment of ad- 
ministrative personnel, payment of 
teachers’ salaries, purchase of 
buses, maintenance and operation 
of school plants and auxiliary 
services. 

MacDougall said the only appli- 
cation pending for an allotment 
for maintenance and operation as 
yet unapproved by President 
Roosevelt is from Hampton for 


$5,560. 
Projects Limited. 

He pointed out that construction 
projects are limited to those essen- 
tial to the war effort and not du- 
plicating existing facilities. 

Georgia applications which have 
received presidential approval for 
the construction of school build- 
ings or additions are: 

Macon, $157,000; Savanna h, 
$171,000; near Moultrie, $67,200; 
Hinesville, $53,300; Columbus, 
$72,500 and $25,000; Muscogee 
county, $540,000 and $25,000; 
Jesup, $35,000; Chamblee, $149,- 
200; Houston county, $5,900; and 
Tattnall county, $30,000. 

Meanwhile, in Richmond coun- 
ty, which has received no allot- 
ment, the board of education ruled 
that children of nonresidents must 
pay tuition fees, but collection of 
the fees was suspended until after 
another board meeting Thursday 
night.

Plane Derby

“Stukas,” rocket ships and 
gliders, in miniature size, yester- 
day gave the sky in the Chatta- 
hoochee river section the appear- 
ance of a swarm of locust de- 
scending on nearby corn fields 
when the Southeastern Model 
Plane Derby got under way on a 
mud track known as the old Gor- 
don airport out on Gordon road. 

Youths—girls and boys from 
Georgia, Alabama and the Caro- 
linas—gathered there by the hun- 
dreds bringing with them model 
planes, resembling something Si- 
korsky might have seen during a 
nightmare and powered by a tiny 
motor looking like the insides of 
a Swiss watch. 

Intricate Parts. 

Boys and girls, many of whom | 
had only recently learned the full 
table of ABC’s, talked in technical 
language about various intricate 
plane parts. They knew wind ve- 
locity and how many revolutions 
a certain motor could make in a 
given time. 

Once they had weighed in their 
plane (the planes are classed ac- 
cording to weight) and obtained 
their “airmail” license which en- | 
titled them to national recogni-| 
tion in case they established a new | 
flight or speed record, the young- | 
sters staked off a small “hangar” 
and began assembling their planes. | 
The girls, taking no odds from) 
their male competitors and dressed 
in slacks, got out their tool kits | 
and turned the motors of their | 
planes. 

They attached the propeller and 
then the wings and the tail and 
then injected a few ounces of 
gasoline and oil mixture into the 
gas tank of their planes. A spe- 
cial “H” ration card entitled the 
owner of a plane to a gallon of 
gasoline a month and the young 
“pilots” closely guarded the pre-| 
cious fluid. 

Dotted With “Pilots.” 

In a short while the grounds 
were dotted with little groups of 
“pilots” and mechanics. The me- 
chanics were specialists if repair- 
ing broken parts. 

The der>sy had all the show of| 
a real air race. The youngsters 
and their mechanics lined up on 
the starting line for test runs. 
Often the test runs would end in) 
disaster when the plane would be- | 
come contrary and make a mad/| 
dash for the earth, then again) 
other planes would get caught in| 
a hot air current and would take | 
off for the woods with the “pilots” | 
in hot pursuit. These planes cost 
from $15 to $45 and the owner | 
will not part with them without 
a fight. 

When the actual competition got 
under way the “pilots” spun their 
propellers and injected a. plug 
from a dry cell battery into the 
fuselage of the plane and set their 
motors to humming. The collec- 
tive humming of the motors 
sounded like a giant airliner 
warming up. 

An official timekeeper would 
rush up to a “pilot” whose plane 
was “ready” for an official run 
and the pilot would shove his 
plane into the air. The tiny motor 
would carry the seemingly heavy 
plane into the air with great speed | 
and the wind or air current would 
carry it high into the air. Many 
of the planes have a wingspread

main in the air from three to 
seven minutes, attaining a height 
of more than 100 feet. 


25 Crack-Ups. 


More than 25 crack-ups were 
counted within a short span yes- 
terday when planes, not balanced | 
to the nth degree, would get 
caught in a fast air current and 
smash to pieces to the _ earth, 
wings, motor and tail going in dif- 
ferent directions. 

The classic event of the derby 
was the speed event. In this class 
were entered fancy, sleek ships, 
costing their owners something 
like $35 to $45. Most of the speed 
planes are built entirely of balsa 
wood and are powered by power- 
ful tiny quarter-cylinder motors 
which attain a speed of more than 
70 miles per hour. 

One of the prettiest “jobs” in 
this class was a “Fireball” pursuit 
plane owned by H. H. Roper. This 
plane, powered by a motor which 
makes about 10,000 revolutions a 
minute, made better than 50 miles 
per hour in a test run.
